Buffalo N. Y, Nov. l l — “ Buy your 
odin early,” will he a business slo­ 
gan in New York state before long, 
if the forests are not preserved. 
New York state is running shy on 
oflin material, the State College 'of 
Forestry has discovered. Only a sev­ 
enth of the population of the state 
could be provided coffins from state 
f o r e s t s , the college authorities s ta ­ 
ted. 
The college calls attention to the 
great 
destruction Jot forest lands 
and points out that wanton destruc­ 
tion of the forests have so depleted 
the supply that the only reason one 
doesn’t have to wait seven years for 
a coffin is that nine-tenths of the 
lumber used for caskets and 
rough 
boxes is imported from outside the 
state’s border. 
More tree planting, better forest 
protection and closer utilization of 
wood production is urged by 
the 
college to save the state from the 
wild orgy of waste that has been 
in progress f)or the past century and 
which has now reached serious pro­ 
portions.

Present Year Registers Difference 


In Activities of The Corn Ear Worm 


By FB'AXK X. WALLACE 


(Enlomologist for The State C'on- 


sei-vation Department). 


The corn ear worm is one of 
our 


native insects which has been a pest 
principally of corn in this state in 
former years. It is true that it at- 
tacked other crops but at least 90 
per cent o£ its damage was done to 
corn. It has been here so long and 
the resultant damage so 
constant 


that it is accepted by farmers and 
gardeners as one of the cQiiditious to 
1)0 expected. 


The present year registers a con- 


siderable difference in the activities 
of this pest as its destruction is so 
excessive that it is not easy lo cs- 
limatc 
the damage done to crops. 


Kvery indication points to. a loss 
running into millions of dollars. 


A study o£ the life cycle of this 


pest enables one to see why the dam- 
age is iso much greater and more 
"\erious this year than 
for 
several 


seasons. Kormally there are but two 
liroods of this insect in this state. 
Kar worms winter as pupae in the 
soil and emerge in the spring and 
lay eggs. Each female lays on an av- 
erage", of COO eggs. There.are not 
many parasites of this pest and a 
large number, of the larvae mature.

public service commission today had 
before it a petition seeking 
to re- 


open the possibility of establishing a 
central power plant in the coal fields 
of Indiana for the generation of elec- 
tricity and its distribution to all 
parts "of the state. 


Some time ago, the commission 


refused to permit the merger of sev- 
en electric utilities into the Indiana 
Electric Corporation with a view to 
the 
gigantic 
electrical 
enterprise. 


The commission refused to permit the 
issuance of .$21,000,000 securities to 
put the plan into operation, because 
the1 value of the 
(properties to be 


merged was insufficient to warrant it. 


The. petition indicates that 
a 


smaller security issue will be sought. 


Cities affected 
by the proposed 


merger vigorously fpught it when the 
previous petition was heard by the 
commission. They -brought out that 
the appraisal of the properties for 
taxation was far below the value 
listed by the Indiana Electrical Cor- 
poration when it asked permission to 
issue the securities.

Are Not Preserved 


URGE MORE TREE PLANTING 


Buffalo N. Y, Nov. 11—"Buy your 


coflin early," will be a business slo- 
gan in New York state before long, 
if the forests are not preserved. 


New York state is.running shy on 


coflin material, the State College ;of 
Forestry has discovered. Only a sev- 
enth of the population of the state 
could he provided coffins from state 
forests, the college authorities sta- 
ted. 


The college calls attention to the 


great - destruction Jof forest lands 
and points out that wanton destruc- 
tion of the forests have so depleted 
the supply that the only reason one 
doesn't have to -wait-seven years for 
a coffin is that nine-tenths of the 
lumber used for caskets and rough 
boxes is imported from outside the 
state's border. 


More tree, planting, better forest 


protection and closer utilization of 
wood production is urged by 
the 


college to save the state from the 
wild orgy .of waste that has beer 
in progress i}or the past century and 
•which has now reached serious, pro- 
portions.
